Chosen* sorted and 
categorized by a well known and 
great scholar and Master of Hadeeth 
Ahmad ibn Ali ibn Hajar Asqalani (d, 
852 AH), the book is widely accept- 
ed and used and well received by 
scholars throughout history, Ibn 
Hajar compiled the work relaying on 
the best sources ot hadeeth for 
which he had an understand -

this was bis sole criterion in 
choosing what to include in 
the collection and because of 
that one finds some ahadeeth 



ences the book presents a total of 
1,158 hadeeth, each provided with 
the basic idea of the ruling in vv hich 
it was used and is presented under 
the particular category of the chap 
ter In addition, each hadeeth has 
under it the written origins, which 
includes the narrator and many are 
followed b\ a comparison of differ- 
ent versions of narration* 

This edition of Bui ugh al-Maram 
presents all ahadeeth in Arabic and 
finglisb and is well marked with 
footnotes, and complicated terms 
are explained in the sub notes. It is 
not an over statement to mention 
that Buhtgh Al-Maram is one of the 
most sought out books for Islamic 
Jurisprudence* ft is not uncommon 
today to find many students of 
knowledge who memorize the 
whole book. 

Some interesting fact about the 
author is in order here, for indeed it 
h hi< knt ledge and tagwa that are

iiun ies. Ibn Hajar began his stud- 
ies at the age of five and completed 
the memorization of the Qur’an bv

the age of nine. He is a ShafVi schol- 
ar (but the book is written without 
any reference to a particular Math- 
hab) and a Hadeeth Master (Hafidh). 
He studied under many renowned 
scholars in Cairo, Yemen and the 
H i j az ( M a kkah an cl M a d i nah ) . He 
authored manv works on hadeeth, 
history, biography, Qur anic exege- 
sis, and poetry plus Shall i jurispru 
dence; among the most famous of 
them is his fourteen -volume com- 
mentary on Sahih of Bukhari called 
Fath ahBarh
